One realtor who read these
figures said: “Those are safe,
sane, general rules that I would
give my own son or daughter,
but they may bring criticism
from people who are selling or
financing homes simply be-
cause a few people in the
business are only interested in
what they can make and not
the ultimate welfare of the
home buyer.”

Tract Developers
-Several residents of Palos
Verdes Estates have com-
plained about the cold attitude
of tract developers toward
school sites. One lady wrote:
“There is a huge tract de-
velopment being built in our
school district. The subdividers
want about $300,000 for a 10-
acre school site, or ahout
$600,000 for the two school
sites we need, each site being
about 10 acres in size, We have
no industry in Palos Verdes
Estates and we need state aid
for building schools. We feel
that school districts would not
have to pay a profit to land
developers.”

A few ‘years ago we recog-
nized this“problem in the Leg-
islature and had before us a
bill which would require any
developer of a certain size tract
to set aside epough land for
school sites. The bill failed to
become a law for 'the follow-
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ing reasons:
1. When a tract is first opened
to development, there is no
certainty that enough lots
will be sold to justify a

school site. It is impossiblec

to foresee whether or not a
tract will succeed or fail.
2.1f the tract developer does
set aside land for a school
site, there is. no certainty
that it will meet the needs
of the school as to location,
terrain, etc., simply because
school needs cannot be de-
termined with any reason-
able degree of accuracy

when the tract is opened.

3. Assuming that the land for
a school site is set aside by
the tract developer, who will
pay him for the land and
when? When he opens the
tract, school authotities do
not want to buy the school

. site because they cannot
justify the expenditure to
the taxpayers.

Furthermore, if they bought
the school site when the tract
is first opened, they would be
boosting the sale of the lots,
thereby increasing their value,
which would please the tract
developer but add to the cost
of the lots,

The above arguments were
the ones presented at the com-
mittee hearings. To the best of
my belief and memory, there
was no organized opposition to
the bill by any real estate,
bank, or finance company lob-
by, or any -other lobby. The
idea behind the bill was good,
but the bill did not seem
practical to the Legislature at
the time it was introduced.
